Oakland, Cal., January 21. — When Martin Na- 
thanson's good Tuesday eard failisl to materialise 
for lack of entries, the resonreefiil elerk of the 
scales quickly evolved a good program out of tlie 
plethora of nondescript material entered in the five 
and a half furlongs highweiglit selling affair, with 
the re.siilt that two-tlilrds of t.slay’s racing was 
monopolised by the sprinting contingent and yielded 
satisfactory resnits. 

The weather was gloomy and threatening, and 
the track bad, yet the racing was above the aver- 
age. and from a speculative standpoint profitable to 
the pulilie. The layers made several false favorites, 
which were hot seriously considered by the rank 
and file of bettors, who in the main backed the 
lH‘st horses, and were amply rewarded for their 
good judgment. 

P. T. Chinn put through one of his surprising 
coups with Shenandoah in tlie fourth race. Tlie 
six-year-old Ixjugsfreet gelding came out in goisl 
form .and won the fastest of the four highweiglit 
races with such ridiculous ease as to make him a 
formidable factor among the best horses In local 
training. 

Coppit managed to get away in the juvenile race 
after a nuinlier of recent disheartening failures 
and siireadcagled the others. One of Harry Mason’s 
good thing in Cavalleiia lacked experience at the 
harrh.'r and raced very green, hut lain lie marked 
for a goo<l thing before long. The race which 
contained the best class of horses engaged during 
the afternoon and wound i»p the sport, was won all 
the way by .Taidge Nelson, the hot favorite. 

Walter Miller, through no fault of his own, 
failed to hind a winner. Tomorrow, however, he 
should enjoy a field day as he Is scheduled to ride 
Taw.isentha, Apto Oro, Joennd, Ramus and Clo.vne. 

Only two favorites were successful, but every 
whiner was iH-rsistimtly backed and the people left 
the race track In a jolly mood.

It is probable 
that Sir, Arehlliald will make a first appearance in 
the Two Thousand Guineas.” says ‘.Vugnr’ In London 
Siawtlng I.lfe. “It was at Newmarket that the 
lengthy brown son of Desmond and Arc l.lght 
first gave race-ginrs a taste of his excellence h.v 
squandering a linge field for a maiden two- 3 *ear-old 
race, tliongh it was not till he had won the New 
.staKcs at Ascot in a canter that the majority of 
race-gcK'rs reckoned him as worthy to lie included in 
tlie first class. Tlie way he smaslied up the oppo- 
sition, which Inclndt'd Orpliah and Norniau III., 
for the Chesterfield Stakes at the Second July Meet- 
ing. stamiied him more than useful, and I have 
ri'iison to know tliat Norman III. was. greatly fan- 
cied tliat day. 1 think none the worse of Sir 
.\rchiliald for liis failure to present twenty-four 
pounds to Ardentrivc on the Kenipton Park straight 
five furlongs, as tlie tilly had liet-n so well tried that 
lier veteran trainer. James Ryan, quite scouted 
the idea of any liorse of her age giving her anything 
like twenty-four ponmls just fhent .Sir Arcihliald’s 
l:li! poiiiids was a cruel liurden when pitied against 
sucli It smart till.v as Mr. Himldsworth's under 112 
IMinnds only, and it Is to ho feart'd the eiilt’s game 
effort to hold her in check left its mark, as was 
seen wlieii he failed to In-at Rusheutter at Don- 
caster ,ScpteinlM-r. However, with a winter's rest 
the .son of Desmond may come out again in quite 
his best form, when his niideiiiahle speed slioiild 
stand liim in good stead on the Rowley .Mile.
